The expedition appears to 
have been the most formidable ever '' 
landed in Cuba, and is said to have 
consisted of about 5,000 rifles, 1,000.000 
cartridges, 5.000 blankets and water- 
proofs, two or three cannon, dynamite, 
medicines, etc., etc. 


Weyler, being informed of the land- 


ing and that Maceo had sent forces to 
convey the expedition to the hills, sent 
five columns, in combination with each 
other, to intercept his way and if pos- 
sible, capture the convoy. As a result 
of this communication there occurred 
five successive engagements in which 
the Spaniards are said to have lost 
over six hundred men without obtain- 
ing their coveted object, since Maceo 
is now reported to have reached the 
hills in safety without losing a single 
pack mule on the convoy.

He has been a prac- 
tical farmer, yet uuder a gold standard 
he is forced to quit one of the most 
productive farms in the state, simply 
because the products won't pay the 
cost of production. 
There is but one 


alternative left him, and that is to 
reduce the 
wages of his men to 


seventy cents per day. The man who has 
had charge of his farm has always been 
a Republican, but today is a free silver 
advocate.

Rambusch received it Thursday morn- 
ing' and, painful as it was, reached the 
conclusion that it was her duty tc 
make its contents known to those whc 
were investigating the business affairs 
of her husband. 
• In the letter Mr. Rambusch makes a 
full confession, as complete in detail 
as the limits of an ordinary letter will 
permit. 
: The most startling information the 
letter contained was the assertion that 
iMr. Rambusch contemplated 
taking 


'his own-life. In fact, it is believed that 
he expected to be dead before the let- 
ter reaphed Juneau. 


Telegrams describing the 
fugitive 


have been sent all over the country, 
"but there is little doubt expressed that 
he is now either dead in Philadelphia 
or sailing across the Atlantic ior a for- 
eign port. His wife and child are com- 
pletely overcome, and the intense ex- 
citement in the town still continues. 


Thursday's developments in the case 


have shown that Hambuschhad oper- 
ated with a boldness that is startling-. 
Thursday morning a set of keys were 


"found which proved to be duplicate 


keys for all the ollices and vaults in 


I the courthouse, and the further dis- 
covery was made that the

'records have been tampered with. It 
jseems that Mr. Rambusch had privi- 
leges extended to him because of his 
high standing- that could not have been 
'granted by the oHicials to anybody 
else, and it is said that when his doings 
wove criticized by oilicials who were 
styled ovor-ofncious, the people wore 
: .indignant that anybody should accuse 


Mr. Rambusch of doing what was not 
right. 


It is now evident that he used his 


keys to get into oflices and vaults when 
nobody was around and make such use 
of records as he saw fit. 


The muddle grows worse every min- 


ute. 
People are coining to town by 


the score to see what

lost and new steals are being dis- 
covered every hour. It is now known 
beyond a doubt that Mr. Rambnsch 
drew absolutely fraudulent mortgages, 
signed the names of the holders of the 
land and filed tho mortgages.
